The question of entering into traffic re- 
lotions with electric roads has been (lis- 
cussed many times before the various 
traffic associations. As a rulo there - is an 



narcement between tho railroads not to 
have any business relations wilh ■ the elec- 
tric lines, but in so vend cases this has not 
been adhered to. i 

Several roads at various times, in tha 
effort tu secure more business, have put ' in 
joint rates with. connecting elrctric ItneB. 
Tli o effort to boycott them on tha part of 
the stenm roads is duo largely to the fact 
that tho electric roads have cut into the 
passenger revenue of the steam lines ma- 
terially by reducing rates. 

By pntting in through rntes and division 
with the electric lines. It 1b stated,, tbo 
slcam roads would .tin vo tn materially re- 
duce their through traffic which they are 
unwilling to do. If tho commission should 
sea fit 'to compel such through rates it 
would undoubtedly have the effect of 
lowering freight schedules In many parts 
of the country, It is declared the Illinois 
Central will fight the potition, vigorously.

Negligence is charged by Attorney Casey 
who tiski fordiinuiKes in the sum of £10,000. 
John Phnlen and his son, who were passing 
the place on their way home to dinner, and 
one other gniittcmiin were killed outright. 
Three were injured, one of them now being, 
a helpless cripple. 

The explosion of dynamite was caused 
while the work otoxcavntingforlhct factory 
foundation was under way. Dynamite was 
boing nscd in the work. A kettle of hot 
iwhter was on the place and into this stirrks 
of explosives were buing put when cold 
water was thrown into the kottlo containing 
hot water. This was too much for the 
dynnmite, which exploded, with the fatal 
results as previously rejaled. The com- 
pany having tho contract had an expert, to 
oversee the job nnd.it is charged that he 
wns negligent anil careless in looking after 
the duties committed to his care. 

It is expected tho suit will como up in 
Chicngo some time during tho next few 
months nnd the outcome will he watched 
with interest, as it will establish a prece- 
dent as to what constitutes negligence in

• "I, do not believe that animals ever 
commit suicide. I ■ do ,nrt believe 
that they. have nay notlonr* of death, 
or take .any note of. time, or ever put 
up any blurt game, or over deliberate 
together, or form plans or forecast 
the seasons. 

■ "They' "may practice deception, as 
when a bird feigns lameness or par- 
alysis to .decoy you away from her 
nest; but this, of course, Is Instinct- 
'ive and not conscious deception. 

"There Is at times Botaethlng that 
suggests cooperation among them, so 
When wolves hunt in relays, as they 
are Bald to do, or when they bunt in 
couples, one engaging the rpiarry 
In front while the other assaults It 
from the roar; or when. quail roost 
upon the greund In a? ring, their 
La! la Id the center, their beads out- 
ward; or, as when cattle or horses 
form a circle when attacked In tbo 
open by wild beasts, the cattle with 
their heads outward and the horses 
with their heels.

' Tho transportation worm lias turned. 
The railroad managers have threatened 
reprisals on the government for what they 
allege to 1m oppressive executive orders 
and legislation. The complaint is not so 

much ngainst the railroad rate law us vs. 
the limitations put upon contracts for cur- 
rying tho mails and penalties and forfeitures 
imposed for irregularities. 

Tho chief complaint is ngainst the legis- 
lation in last year's postofneo appropriation 
bill authorizing n redaction in the mail pay 
of roads that fail to keep to iheir time 
schedules in the arrival and departure of 
mails. 

This law recently has been put into per- 
fect operation', The rusult has been that 
there is hardly a railroad in the country 
that has not forfeitted something from its 
stipulated contract price for carrying the 
mails under the taw during tho current 



quarter. 

In some cases (ho forfeitures fall heavily 
and milder the contracts unprofitable. 
Added to those inconveniences the present 
connress reduced compensation for carrying 
mails. 

. Tho niilroiid managers have told tho. 
postolHce department officers that they can 
oot meet tho new limitations put upon 
them without changing their schedules to 
give slower und less frequent train service. 
They insist that this policy is not reprisal, 
but a matter of business necessity. It is 
asserted by the transportation agents that 
a general reorganization of schedules and 
the dropping of many, trains, especially in 
Sunday truflic, will follow inevitably. Tho 
railroad men eay that if people complaiaoE 
poorer accoaimodations they may put tho 
blame on the legislators nnd the Dosloflico 
department. The postal officials are con- 
cerned over this threat.

London Man Hat Found Out Why the 
Pins Disappear, 

An old man in the north of London 
has been making a series of interest- 
ing experiments with a view to find- 
ing a solution to the question often, 
asked: "What becomes of the count- 
less myriads of pins that are annu- 
ally lost?" 

As he expected, be finds that It Is 
tho disintegrating effect of the air 
which resolves even these Intractable 
little Instruments into their own ele- 
ments. He put some hundreds of 
brass and steel pins, needles and 
hairpins, etc., In a quiet corner of 
hlB garden, where they would be sub- 
ject to all tho destructive agencies of 
dampness, earth, wind, etc. 

The result was curloua. Ordinary, 
hairpins were the first (taking 154 
days, on an average) to oxidize into a 
brownish rust — ferrous oxide^-which 
was scattered by tho wind as il form- 
ed, and no trace of a single one could 
bo detected at the' end of seven 
months. Common bright pins took as 
long as 18 months before -their com- 
bustion was complete, but brass ones 
had been entirely turned Into green 
verdigris long before that. 

Polished steel needles of small 
size lasted a very long time (over two 
years and a half), hut a black lead 
pencil proved Itaelf to be practically 
Indestructable both cedar and plum- 
bago being almost as good as whon 
new, oven though harder things had 
quite rotted. .

Railways Issue Circular Abolishing All 
Reduced Rates. 

Omnha, Nob. — In retaliation 
far adverse legislation, culminat- 
ing In the passage of a two-cent per 
■mile passenger fate bill by tho Ne- 
braska legislature and which went 
•Into effect Thursday morning, all Ne- 
braska railroads, including the Union 
Pacific, Burlington, Northwestorn, Mis- 
souri Pacific, Rock Island and Great 
Northern, issued circulars absolutely 
abolishing all classes of reduced fares. 

Under the head of "Special Instruc- 
tions" the circular says: "Agents must

Dr. Rlxey Issued tho following bulle- 
tin: 

"Archie has materially Improved 
slnco noon, when considerable anxiety 
was felt on account of tho wenk heart 
action. To-night at 10:20 tho case Is 
more favorable." 

Archie went to deep at two a. m. ( 
and the president and Mrs. Roosevelt 
retired. Dr. .Lambert remained with 
the patient throughout the night 
. The Friends' Select school, which 
Archie Roosevelt had been attending 
before his Illness, wns closed Thurs- 
day on account of another pupil's hav- 
ing contracted diphtheria.

To the awc-Htrlckon' faithful fow 
who wept nt hlB bedside ho promised 
that be would return to earth In a 
thousand years. He died as ho had 
lived, n firm believer In Ids exalted 
position, 
, Wire and Son Not at Bedside. 

Amid the former scenes of his 
greatness, In the heart of the com- 
munity founded entirely by his genius 
and magnetic personality, tho self- 
styled prophet died unhonorcd nnd al- 
most alone. Thoro were with him loss 



beforo coming to Chicago., Ho and his 
friends alwaya declared that ho loft 
Australia' in order to enter a wider 
field. It .was ropentodly charged, haw- 
over, that he. was compelled to leavo 
to avoid apprehension on the part of 
the authorities. 

Real Career Begins In Chicago.

A few 
years later. he mode a special trip to 
New, York city, taking with him 3,000 
of his-' followers. ^ This, trip was his 
first failure. The press of tho city so 
'bitterly. attacked him, showing up hlB 
bust life, his career In Australia and 
other' places, and ho was finally vir- 
tually driven from tbo city because of 
the hostile reception. The coat of tho 
pilgrimage wuh onormous and waa a 
severe drain upon his finances, nnd 
whon -he returned lo Zlon City ho was 
broken* In health and spirit. 

It was shortly after this that- hla 
health began to fall him and he made 
several trips to the Bermuda Islands 
and Mexico for the purpoBe-of re- 
cuperating; All efforts failed:

Louisville, Ky.— With tho exception 
of the suburban! linos entering \tho 
city nnd a low cars cirrylrtj? United 
States mail to ami [rom 'tho post of- 
fice suhatntlons, not a streot enr 
v moved In LouIbvIHq Sunday, Tho 
Btrlko of tho unlcn omploypa of tho 
l-oulsvllln Railway company, which 
had, been ponding' far over a woelt and 
which was declared Saturday, became 
ofToctlve at five o'clock Sunday' morn- 
ing,' At that hour the "owl" cars 
which had been In operation during 
tho night ceased running and nono of 
tho union men Bhowed up at tho barns 
to begin their day's work. 

Although thero wore loft nenrly 300 
omployos out of a total of 1,100, who 
wero-not mombora of tho union at tho 
' lime tho strike was called, and part of 
those showed up for -work, tho com- 
pany made not tho slightest attempt 
to run passenger cars. Only tho pos- 
tal cam hearing tho signs "United 
States mall" were operated nnd suf- 
ficient force to man thorn was ap- 
parently secured without difficulty. 
The men oporatlng thorn wore not mo- 
lested In any way. The details of po- 
lice at tho barns, etc., had nothing to 
;do. 

The company officials denied that 
they bad ordered a forca . of profes- 
sional , strlko-brcakera.. from other 
cities. Thcy-statod that counting the 
number of Individual applications on 
file since thostrllco loomed up nnd the 
number of old employes holding out 
from the union, they would have a 
. force sufficient to operate their main 
lines Monday and would start the 
acrvlco promptly and maintain It. 

The demand;-! on which tho strike Is 
based are: A ten-hour work day, 
with -2 cents an hour pay; 46 min- 
utes for meals; pay for extra work to 
begin when report for duty la made; 
time r.nil a half for overtime;* siibse- 
•qucnt employes to be allowed to Join 
'the union, and a board of arbitration.

TRAPPED AND TRIMMED. 

There nro two kinds of dangerous 
temptations— those that tempt us, and 
tboBO that don't.

Just handed 
down, a decision, to; the .effect that 
barbers -In the state' need not shave 
colored men. The decision wan reached 
on ao appeal from a superior court de- 
cision In Bridgeport by Henry H. 
Foulkner, a colored man, who brought 
suit against .Thomas Solazzl, a barber 
of that city. 

Solazzl refused to shave Foulkner, 
his defense being that his barber shop 
was not a place of public accommoda- 
tion within tho meaning of the law. 
Tho 'supreme court upholds that con- 
tention. 



SPOONER NOT HIRED BY HILL. 



Retiring Wisconsin Senator Asserts 
He Is Without a Client. 

Washington. — Senator John C. 
Spooner, of Wisconsin, Thursday 
dented that he will become personal 
counsel to James J.. Hill May 1, when 
bis resignation as senator takes effect. 

"I am leaving the Bonate" without a 
client or tbo promise of one," he said. 
It' 1b understood that Senator Spooner. 
has bad no business relations with Mr. 
Hill Blnco 1884. 

Whoa- asked If he coutd prophesy 
bis successor, Mr. Spooner said;: "No, 
I cannot, and I do' not believe tbe 
other fellow. onn; either." 



Illinois Law Upheld. 

The constitutionality of the Illinois 
mining act of 1890 was sustained by 
tho supremo court of the United 
States. In tho case of the Wilmington 
Star Mining company against Minnie 
Fulton, tho question waa -raised on tho 
ground that the mining act violated 
tho fourteenth amendment of the con- 
stitution forbidding a state to make or 
enforce any law which shall abridge 
the privileges or Immunities of any 
citizen of. the United States or to de- 
prive any person of life, liberty or 
property without due process of law. 
On' January- 27, IDOi, ' Samuel Fulton, 
while working as a trackman' In a 
mine operated by the Wilmington Star 
Mining company -In Grundy county, Il- 
linois, was killed by tbe explosion of 
mino gas, Tbe widow ; brought action 
to recover doroageB. Tho case was 
heard la .the .circuit court of the 
United States for tho northern district 
of Illinois at Chicago. Tho caBe was 
twice tried by a Jury. On tho first 
trial the Jury was Instructed to find 
for tho company. This Judgment wns 
vcversod by the circuit court of ap- 
peals, and tho second trial resulted In 
a verdict of $4,000 for the widow,' In 
the appeal to tbe supreme court of 
the United Slates groat stress was 
laid by tho company upon the alleged 
Incompatibility of responsibility, re- 
pugnant to the fourteenth amendment, 
the company assorting that It should 
not bB held responsible for tbe. acts 
of men forced upon It , by the state 
law, Tho court, In Its decision, ren- 
dered by Justice White, accepts the 
Interpretation of tho law as given by 
tbe Illinois supreme court, and Bays 
the 'regulation requiring ml no owners 
to employ mine managers and mine 
examiners licensed by the state Is 
within the police powers of the state. 
Justlco White says inasmuch as' It 
cannot be determined upon which of 
the counts the verdict was bused, the 
rights of the company may, have beea 
Invaded, and therefore the Judgment 
of the circuit court is revereed and 
the case remanded to that court for 
further proceedings.

State's Claim Against I. C. 

In anticipation of 'disturbances when 
bills appropriating. $150,000 for tho 
Illinois Central suit and the continu- 
ance of the investigation are called 
upon . second reading Gov. Dcncen 
gave out a detailed report of tho find- 
ings of accountants who have been 
conducting an inquiry into tbe railroad 
company's books. Details thus given 
are not -numerous, b'ut they indicate 
how the total claim of $5,315,000 Is 
made up, 14 different Items of loss to 
tho state being shown. Of these the 
chief 1 loss appears to be sustained in 
Investments tbe Illinois Central has 
made, on which, It Is charged, It does 
not pay compensation, the amount be- 
ing stated as $2,000,000. The state- 
meat also contains an argument show- 
ing why It was necessary to have ati 
adequate sum appropriated for the 
continuance of tbo investigation, this 
being designed to meet charges that 
there is no present occasion for an- 
other largo allowance for the inquiry. 



Workmen's .Risk Bill In Senate. 

Gov. Doneen's Industrial insurance 
plan, was laid before the senate 
The bill on this subject drafted 
by the commission appointed by 
tho state executive was introduced 
by Senator P., J. McShnne of Chicago, 
a closo personal friend dr the gover- 
nor and a representative of union la- 
bor. It Is entitled "an act to facilitate 
tho Insurance of employes against tho 
consequences of accident resulting In 
personal Injury or death and to permit 
agreements between employers and 
employes with reference to such acci- 
dents." 

Tho bill seeks to make It lawful for 
any employer to contract In . writing 
with any omployo whereby tho parties 
may agree that tho employe shall be- 
come insured against accident occur- 
ring In the course of employment 
which results in personal Injury or 
death. 

Tho bill was sent to the committee 
oh Insurance, of which Carl Lundberg 
Is chairman.

"So when wo havo occasion to Write 
a letter, perhaps tho fltst wo have 
evor written to a customer, and koop- 
Ing In ml ud that wo may never havo 
occasion to wrlto another, wo give 
thought to tho impression it la euro to 
make for good or ill and endeavor to 
make it ono that shall please. It may 
be about a very alight transaction, in- 
volving nn amount so small that what 
, with tho time and labor wb bestow 
upon It wo shall como out at n loas. 

"But wo don't take thaf Into account 
' at all. What wo want Is to havo this 
customer know nnd bollovo Umt we 
are ondcavorlng faithfully to treat him 
with fairness nnd courtesy. Wo want 
to keep him, not to drlvo hih^ away.. 

"Wo may loso on. this Individual 
transaction with him. but It Isn't this 
transaction alone that we must havo 
Jn mind. Many a good customer who 
might othorwiBo havo quit has been 
saved and kept as a customer and 
mado a friend of by ono sound and 
poll to letter written when tho occas- 
ion nrose.
